"The burglarj- of the postoffice safe at Howe, liid., six miles 


south of Sturgis, last night resulted in the death of one of the bur- 
glars, who was crushed under the heavy iron door of the safe when 
the explosion occurred. The officers found the body in the wreck- 
age when the robbery was discovered.

tiary, and Joseph Martin, serving a. 
term in the Dayton workhouse, had 
been wrongfully convicted, aroused 
great interest following its appear- 
ance in the Star. Tuesday evening. 
The letter, as stated in the Star, 


was published for -whatever it might 
be worth,and of course opinion as to 
the truth of the statements it con- 
tained was divided. 
It appears, however, that 
there 


was no division of opinion In police 
circles. The police are fully 
con- 


vinced that tae letter was simply in- 
tended by Devine, or some other 
friend, to give a measure of relief to 
Phillips and Martin. The latter has 
other indictments 
teT answer here 


when he Is released from the work- 
house. 


In an Interview with Chief of Po- 


lice John F- McDonongh, he stated 
that the police would not take the 
trouble to again search the barn or 
barns designated by the letter as the 
place where the coffer trow, the safe 
of Drs. A. and Herman S. Rhu was 
supposed to have been deposited. The 
chief stated that he, in company 
with Detective Dorgan of the 
Col- 


umbus force, made a thorough search 
of every nook and cranny In all the 
barns located within a space of four 
squares south of the office of the 
Drs. Rhu and of barns in other di- 
rections, three dars after the safe- 
blowing. The officer states that the 
search was so thorough that 
the 


coffer could not have been overlook- 
ed and there is no possibility o£ it 
being In the location mentioned in 
the letter. Yet. it's a fact that the 
coffer Is missing. 


Today, Attorney John D. DeGolle? 
counsel for Phillips, forwarded 
to 


Phillips In the penitentiary a. copy 
of Tuesday's Star, 
containing 
an 


account of "Devine's" long Detroit 
letter. He also mailed the convicted 
man a letter, reasserting his belief 
In the prisoner's innocence and de- 
claring that he would renew nis mo- 
tion for a new trial under the new 
supreme court. 


Attorney DeGolley further 
men- 


tioned the fact in his letter that two 
indictments -against Phillips were 
still penciling against him in connec- 
tion with the Rha safe-blowing job, 
and deplored the fact that none of 
Phillips' friends had come to his as- 
sistance in any way whatever. 


Prosecuting Attorney Charles L. 
Justice thinks tne "Define'' letter Is 
a fake. '-It's a fraine-up on the part 
of some of Phillips' friend-," the 
prosecutor declared today.

companies, transportation and indus- 
trial corporations. 
The financier appeared to be un- 


moved throughout it all, sitting sur- 
rounded by a number of his business 
associates, relatives and legal repre- 
sentatives, including J. P. Morgan, 
jr., his son, and Mrs. Herbert Sat- 
terlee, his daughter. 


Prior to Mr. Morgan's examination 
the committee hear testimony bear- 
ing on the so called concentration of 
money and credits. 


Mr. Morgan's appearance aroused 
the keenest interest and crowds of 
spectators were on hand to observe 
the proceedings. It was to some ex-- 
tent a culmination of much that had 
gone before in that branch of the in- 
quiry under the head of the "con- 
centration of money and credits." 
The witness' testimony lasted 
barely 20 minutes and was largely 
preliminary to the testimonv to be 
given. 


The 
preliminary 
examination 
brought out no clashes, Mr. Morgan 
responding promptly to the various 
queries, or calling for data from 
some of the representatives of the 
firm which would be responsive to 
the Questions propounded. 
The chief point made in the ex- 
amination of Mr. Morgan was that 
he favored allowing interstate cor- 
porations to deposit their funds in 
the hands of private bankers without 
restricting them to institutions under 
government supervision. 
He said 
this was a matter to be left to the 
discretion- of the boards of direc- 
tors of the corporations in question. 
Mr. Morgan confirmed data pre- 
pared by members of the Morgan 
house showing that 66 accounts with 
the Morgan firm in January last had 
deposits of $69,113,000 and that 7S 
accounts on Nov. 1 had deposits of 
$81,968,000. The total capital, sur- 
plus and funded debt of these depos- 
itors TJntermyer stated, was $9.765,- 
000,000. Mr. Morgan agreed to this. 


Mr. Untermyer read into'the rec- 
ord a statement that in January 
there were 66 accounts with the Mor- 
gan firm with deposits of $68,113,- 
000 and on ?SOT. 1 there were 70 ac- 
counts having on deposit $71,968,- 
000. 


"Do you think that these great 
corporations that have their securi- 
ties scattered broadcast ought to be 
permitted to make deposits with a 
private banker?" asked Mr. Unter- 
myer. 


"I do," said Mr. Morgan. 
Untermyer said he referred to no 
particular instance, but asked wheth- 
er Mr. Morgan thought that "as a 
matter of public policy" corporations 
really "owned by the public" ought 
to be allowed to deposit with private 
bankers not subject to federal in- 
spection. 


"I do,' again said Mr. Morgan. 
He added that the fact ought to 
depend upon character of the ban-- 
ker and the extent to which the 
board of directors of the corpora- 
tions might formally authorize such 
deposits.

Mr. Untermyer asked for what in- 
terstate corporations the 
Morgan 
firm acted as fiscal agents. 


Mr. Morgan did not know, but he 
accepted a list furnished by his of- 
fice to the committee. The list in- 
cluded the Chicago and "Western In- 
diana railroad; the Chicago, Indian- 
apolis and St. Louis railroad; the 
Pere Marguette; the JCew York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad and 
the New York Central Railroad. 


Untermyer asked about the agree- 
ment under which Morgan & Co. act 
as fiscal agents for the New York 
Central. 


"You have the right to issue all 
their securities haven't you." asked 
Mr. Untermyer. 


"If we can agree on terms," re- 
plied Mr. Morgan. 


Mr. Untermyer persisted in the 
question. 


"Only if we can agree on terms," 
replied Mr. Morgan again. 


He agreed to furnish a copy of the 
agreement between his firm and the 
New York Central. * 


At this point the committee ad- 
journed. 


Mr. Morgan told Chairman Pujo 


ttafc he was anxious to finish his tes- 
timony as he wished to leave the 
country soon. 


The sergeant-at-arms of the house 
told of unsuccessful efforts to' serve 
a subpoena on William Rockefeller, 
we had been informed by Mr. Rock- 
efeller's physician that he is verv ill 
and not able to testify. It was" an- 
nounced that the committee has the 
right to ask for a writ of attachment 
for Rockefeller.
